PLANTS 

The  Frostproof  Cabbage  Plant  has  become  so  well  known  that  it  is 
hardly  necessary  to  point  out  its  advantages.

Our  field-grown  tomato  plants  are  grown  from  the  best 
certified  seed,  which  is  disinfected  before  planting  on  disease 
free  land.  They  are  thoroughly  sprayed  by  high  pressure 
sprayers  from  the  time  they  come  up.  This  insures  you  true 
to  name,  disease  free  plants. 

Our  plants  are  carefully  selected  in  the  field  as  they  are 
pulled  one  at  a  time.  Each  plant  has  a  well  developed  root 
system.  Many  people  think  tomato  plants  are  too  tender  a 
plant  to  ship  long  distances  successfully.  However,  the  way 
we  wrap  them  with  damp  moss  and  paper,  and  pack  them  in 
special  crates,  we  can  deliver  them  in  good  condition  any¬ 
where  east  of  the  Rockies.

EARLIANA.  The  Earliana  is  probably  the  earliest  tomato 
grown,  and  is  very  popular  for  early  market.  The  fruit 
is  deep  scarlet,  medium  to  large  size,  and  smooth  for  an 
early  tomato. 

JOHN  BAER — An  early  maturing  variety,  excellent  for 
gardeners  serving  local  markets.  Vine  of  medium  height 
and  open  growth.  Fruit  medium  size,  semi-globular,  very 
attractive,  bright  scarlet,  smooth  and  quite  firm. 

BONNY  BEST.  A  fine  variety  for  early  market  and 
home  garden.

PRITCHARD  or  SCARLET  TOPPER.  A  wilt  resistant 
variety  similar  to  the  Marglobe  but  earlier.  It  is  disease 
resistant  and  very  productive.  The  fruit  is  scarlet,  large, 
smooth  and  globular  in  shape. 

MARGLOBE.  Wilt  resistant  tomato  developed  by  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture.  Fruit  medium  size,  smooth 
and  solid;  globe  shape,  scarlet  color,  good  shipper.  Has 
become  very  popular  for  main  crop. 

RUTGERS.  A  new  wilt  resistant  variety  rapidly  coming 
into  favor  in  the  eastern  canning  sections.  Similar  to  the 
Marglobe  in  many  characteristics,  it  produces  slightly 
larger  fruit  and  more  foliage.  Scarlet  in  color,  it  ripens 
from  the  inside  out. 

GREATER  BALTIMORE.  A  mid-season  variety,  very 
popular  for  main  crop  and  canning.  Probably  more  of  this 
variety  used  by  large  canners  than  any  other  variety.  Very 
dependable,  producing  extra  heavy  crop  of  large  firm 
tomatoes.

After  plowing  and  harrowing 
thoroughly,  lay  off  rows  3  feet  apart  and  drill  500  to  1,000  pounds  of 
commercial  fertilizer,  containing  plenty  of  potash  but  not  much  nitro¬ 
gen.  List  on  the  fertilizer,  and  knock  off  the  top  of  the  ridge.  Set  the 
plants  15  inches  apart.  Cultivate  thoroughly  until  the  vines  begin  to  run. 
Harvest  when  mature  or  when  frost  kills  the  vines.  Store  in  a  warm 
cellar  or  building  where  the  temperature  does  not  go  below  50  degrees.
